great effect. Mr. Macreapy’s Molsey is certainly a fine piece of 


acting, in many parts—Yet as a whole it does not meet our full idea 
of the haughty churchman. In the opening scenes, Mr. Macready is 
too tame, and subdued in his manner. We are aware that he means 
to display an affected humility, mingled with a fondness for ostenta- 
tious splendour, yet he carries about him too much of the monastic 
air for the fall of festivity The defect of the early seenes, however, 
becomes a beauty in the latter ones, where a veal humility is required 
alter his downfall. Mr. Macready’s talent was very conspicuous in 
the scene with Henry, and with Cromwell, where he learns his dis- 
grace. Mrs, Octuvie’s performance of Queen Katherine, was of a 
very superior nature. ‘The Play was altogether highly successful.

DRURY-LANZ. 

CyMBELINE was repeated here last night, when Messrs. Keas and 
Youne, and Mrs. W. Wesr distinguished themselves with their usual 
ability. 


Mr. Haynes in his Preface to his new Tragedy entitled Dy- 
razzo, just published, says— he withdrew it from Drury Lane aud 
Covent Garden Theatres, rather than descend to the solicitelions, or 
submit to the delays which Managers would impose upon literary 
persons. It is now submitted to the public in a printed form, under a 
eonviction that they will require no previous sanction to divect their 
judgment, that if the thing have merit, it will be discovered and ac- 
knowledged by them, though the anthor, who bows implicity before 
their tribunal, has voluntarily shaken off an authority for which he 
does not feel the same respect.”—This is rather a hard slap at our 
Theatrical Rulers, who, certainly, must be supposed in their *‘* seli- 
eitations” (for alterations no doubt) and “ delays” (awaiting those 
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alteratiyns possibly) to have been studious of good effect on the 
Stage, so necessary to the mental interests of both parties. But, 
however, it may be, we, as one of the “ Public,” shall read this 
Tragedy in a day or two with some attention, viewing it as an acting 
Play, and give an unbiassed opinion whether Mr. Hayues has, or has 
not had good reason to blame the Managers for want of pene- 
tration. 


We insert the following, because we said nothing in the report. re- 
ferred to but what we conceived to be the ¢ruth. The only mistake on 
our part was that the gentlemen erying ‘“‘ Shame! Shame, ” &c. were, 
it seems, in the Pit instead of the Boxes. Mr. Extisron’s address 
we mentioucd we could not distinctly hear—-but what we stated cuuld 
not be far wide of the fact. W.S. if he had read all our Numbers, 
would not have charged us with partiality.

‘This was really what every person 
in the Theatre must have understood, and I am only surprised that such a 
statementas the one I allude to, should have ever been printed, so totally 
false, and of a nature to distress the feclings of persons who were doing their 
utmost to please the public.
